I have heard of a Perfon once in great 
Office, who being informed by fome of his 
Clerks, of a poor Foreigner that had lain long 
in Prifon, upon Sufpicion, by a State-Warrant, 
and defiring to know what his Pleafure was con- 
cerning the Prifoner, asked in fome Paffiuz, Why 
they had not SECURED him before? 

I never yet obferved, that fanguinary Men 
grew more Mild or Merciful by Age, but it 
rather feems as if the lofs and decay of their own 
Blood, made them more thirfty after that of 
others.

Is 
it that fome, who are haftning to their own 
Graves, would be attended like Jndiamw Kings, 
by having others Sacrificed only to accompany 
them ? Is it that being employed under thofé 
Reigns where Executions were f¥equent, they 
think it a neceflary Form in Government, to 
have Vleads ftruck off at certain Periods? Isa 

reat Place fo Firma Tenure at this time, that 
Bete Men cannot’ wait the Reverfion, but are 
impatient for the Blood of thofe who are in? 
Such were thofe Demuaflogues in Greece and Rome, 
who ftirred up, or bribed by~their Ambitious 
Generals, would’ Harangue the People into the 
Deftruétion of the beft ‘and -wifeft Men, that 


endeavoured the Peace and Safety of their Coun+- 


try. How truly has the Obfervation been ve- 
rified, that Renegadoes ‘are much greater Ene- 
mies to Chriftianity than natoral Tks! And 
it is equally true, that in what Stage of Life fo- 
ever: Honour, Confcience, Religion, Loyalty, 
Love of our Country, forfake us, there is ample 
room, for the reverfe of alt theft, totake pof- 
feffion of our Hearts, and to exert themfeives, 
with us much Malice, tho’ not as much Power, 
asin the Vigour of our Youth!
